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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-6 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art of 
record does not disclose or teach a measure system for a linear planar motor with a residual 
magnetic field stable device as recited in claim 1 . 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. Hollis, Jr. et al. 6,175,169 teaches a planar motor with a magnetic sensor for 
measuring flux density on the stator of a linear planar motor but does not disclose the problem of 
residual flux. Inoue et al. 6,320,645 teaches the problem of residual magnetic flux and teaches 
reducing this flux. Kogure et al. 6,462,537 teaches the problem of residual magnetic flux and the 
solution of reducing that flux in a rotary motor. Larsen 6,742,191 teaches the problem of a 
residual magnetic field and teaches canceling that field with a nulling transmitter in column 9 
lines 42 X A to 46 Vz. However Larsen is not measuring flux density on a stator. In column 1 lines 
15-17 Larsen states that the purpose of his device is detecting the presence of materials. In 
column 1 lines 39 V2 to 42 Vi Larsen mentions detecting mines and unexploded ordinance. No 
motivation has been found for using the teachings of Larsen in a planar motor.
